He then met at New Castle a man, woman,
and sIX children from down on the Eastern
Shore of Marviand. The man was free, the
woman had been a slave, and while in slavery
bad bad by her hu-band two children, She was
then set free, and afterwards hiad foar children,
The whole party ran away. They travelled
geveral dave, and finally reached Middletown
Inte at night, where they were taken in, fed,
aud eared for by John Iuun, a wealthy Quaker
there, )
persons In that section, who followed thew,
arrested thew, aod sent them to New Castle to
jall. The Eherlif and bis daughter were anti-
glavery people, and wrote to Mr. Garrott to
come over. lle went over, had an Inlerview,
found from their statement that four of the

Want Dos'ng nud Dentistry Cost In New Vork,
A ’-I-\'-in lan in good Iif.l{'l.ll'l) will rec i\t} -
tlewts fu lils olliee four hours daily, and muke
culls for the same Jlength of time, From ten o
twelve callers and balf as maoy honse patients
would be a fair pverage, for which the fees would
be two and five dollars each. At these
figures it won'd not be hard to muke up an in-
come of #20,000 or more. It is stated of Dr. W,
Farker, | believe, that, having been ecalled out of
town to attend a patient, he rewurned a bill of
£000, and when it was digputed he showed by
Lils bouks that his daily recelpts were much over
that sum, and this will give an idea of the
profits of the most successful doetors. Bur-
geons' slngle charges wre lurger than those of
pbysiclans, though the incomes of the latler are
probably the hilgbest. For ordinary attendance
thelr rates are about the snme, or say $5 a visit.
From &3 upwards is the charge for operations.
For setting no srm or leg #2560 would be asked,
lurger undertakioge being in proportion. For a
cast vequiring o delicate operation and six
weeks' constant attendance, sometimes two or
three thmes & duy, #1000 was lately asked by a
leading sargeon. In avnother lnstance, where a
wenlthy gentleman was badly lamed by a rail-
road cur, he waz attended by Dr. James R.
Wood, who made about & dozen visits without
auy lmportant operation, and sent in a bill of
#2500, which was pald. This 14 exceeded by Dr.
Carnochan, who charged £2000 for an operation
alore, while another surgeon {5 suid to have re-
covered 84500 trom one patient,

The prices charged by dentists are quite s
high as those of physicians. A man of ordinary
reputation In the profession will ask from 85 to
§590 for pulling u single woth, while Mr, Atkin-
#on, one of the most tashionable dentists, is re-
poried to clfarge $10 for simpl"r examining o
person’s teeth, and 25 an hour for operating on
tbem, snd has brought lu a bill of $200 for Alling
& sirgle ooth, Many-people refuse to puy these
fancy prices, but It 18 a common thing to have
to pay anywhere from 910 to §100 for dentlsts’
bills. Most practitioners of any reputation have
engugements very far alead. Ten days ls a short

A Man Cevered Up Kevty Feet Deep In n
Well- Ho Scrntohes Out,

A correspondent of the Putwburg (Moo
Regivler writes from Grundy county, of that
State] recently as follows:—

A gingnlar nnd tragleal afalr ocenrred here

on the Toh inst, to which 1 was an eye wituoss
in part. A Mr. John Andrews, a popular and
well to.do farmer in the neighborhood, bad due
a well gome lorty feet deep, and had walled ji
up abeut fifteen  feer deep, when it was  dis-
tovered thatthe wall was aboutl to cave in, Mr.
Audrews gnthered up an armtual of short boards,
and went down o pole lndder, fastened to the
side s the well, to Iny them across the wall, o
as (o prevent the dirg, as it fell, from fitling up

that part of the well walled up. He had not
more than reached the botlom, as it was
thought, before the well caved in,
filling vp w a few feet of (Lhe top.,
The alarm  was  given  and - the neigi

bors gathered, but all believing him dead, they
returned to their homes, Lo muke arrangemoentes
to come the next doy and Jdige him out, Mres,
Auvdrews and two grown davehiers, and eeveral
emaller ehllaren refused to lesve the spot, but
st onoa log vear the well, erving, until late in
1ho evening, when all at onew, tuey saw  Mr.
Arvdrvews emerging from the well, covered with
clay. and coming towards them ! The cbildeen
all ran, sercaming to the hoose, bolted the doors
windows, belleving it to be
their fnther’s ghost. But Mrs. Audrews ran to
megt him, sereaming ot the top of her voies,
“Oh Jobn! Oh Johu! is that you? is thut
you:?" When she reached him she fell falntiog
at his fect.

It seems that when he got to the bottom of
the well, he looked np aud saw the top giving
way, aud believiog be had not tme to make his
escape, he glipped puder the boards, which he
badd Indd seross the well, when the whole thing
fell in vpon him.  All hope, at first gave way,
and e wug about to let himsell drop into the
waler below and end at onee his miserahle feel-
ings. Buu feelivg above, he Tounid the clay easily
crumbled, and hope revived. The pole ladder,
it reems, waaetill stouding, and geiting hold of
it with ope band, he with the other scratehed
awsy for life, the dirt falling into the waler
below ax he dragged his body slowly upwards,
It seems he did not suffer much in breathing, as
freeh alr came down the pole, around whiel the
dirt was loosely packed. 1n the ineredible tim
of seven hours hie seratched a bole some forLy
foet lone, throngh which he mada bia eseape.
This Is one of the narrowest hair breadth escapes
from n terrible death on record.

BEET SUGAR.
s
Protnble Fallore of a Unllforain Eaterprise,

The elaborate efforts to make beet suvar ln
Califoruia, thongh watched with a favorable
nnd iriendly attention, huve not thus far been
sncecesful; on the contrary, the enterprise is
likely to be a fallore. A wriler in the San
Francigco Commercial Herald makes a careful
computution 1o prove that threg thossand togs
of beets will yield only 300,000 pounds (5 per
cent.) of ealable gpwar at 12 cenls a pound,
worth £36,000; and 105,000 pounds (3 per ceot )
of dark swit sugar, for retlning purposes,
worth, at &ix eents a pound, $10,8500, This
mnkes the total value of the product of
three thousand tons of beets $L6,800. The
expense of reducivg this quantity of beets
in a factory working fifty hands a dav, he esti-
mates to be $70.000; so that the loss in the
operation would be 220,200,  That this estimate
i approximateély accurate would seem to be
vonfirmed by the fact that the beet suear mill at
Sacrnmento, of which s0 moch was expocred,
has ‘“temporarily suspended,” owing, we are
told, to the want®i practical knowledge on Lhe
part of the person engaged as superintendent.
That this Kiud of guwar should be profitably
made in Germany and Franee, and not io Cali-
fornin, 18 owing perhaps to the less saccharine
matter that the Californla beets contain, com-
pared with those grown in Europe, and the high
cost of labor and machinery in California.

NEWSPAPER LARCENY.

Sirapge Oplolon of n Pellce Justlee Upon the
Miatter.

There is a section in the laws of this State
which reads as follows: —'"That every person
who ehall unlawfully and feloniously steal, take
and carry away any newspaper or periodical
from the place where the same may be lefi for
any other person Or persons, corporation or
corporations, shall be deemed guilty of larcony
and puniched accordingly.”

In the recent cuse bhefore Justice Banvon a
hoy was charged with stealing the Republican
from In front of a house. Althouch the charge
was proven fully, the Jostice discharged the
prieoner for the following erudite and all-suffi-
clent reason:— _

The Justice remarked that the case was jotri-
cate, In the courze of his olicial career he had
not learped that the taking away of o news-
paper from the front of a house amounted Lo
largeny. If the paper was put in the housa or
ball way, then it might be larceny. The cowm-
plainant must in future have the paper placed
within the house, or he could bave no jurisdie-
tion in the matter.

Goorge Twoknor, the distinguished anthor of the
“Ilistory of Spanish Literatare,” died to-day nt hia
residence in Boston, Mr. Ticknor was born 1o 1791,
and was edneated at Darfmouth College.
